to the sick and wounded.”

SUGAR NEEDS. 


Pharmacists are already com- 
mencing to notice some difficulties in 
getting the required sugar for manu- 
facturing purposes. We_ understand 
it is necessary to have a special per- 
mit from the Food Administration be- 
fore a pharmacist may be able to 
buy sugar in quantities for manu- 
facturing purposes. Under the present 
rulings no concern dealing in foods 
has a right to sell sugar to a manu- 
facturer without such manufacturer 
showing a permit from the Food Ad- 
ministration. If you have not had 
occasion to inquire concerning this 
we recommend you take steps to do 
so before your needs become urgent. 

Manufacturers who make use of 
corn syrup and cane sugar are re- 
quired to have a license. Maple 
syrup is the only one excepted. 

According to survey, with economi- 
cal usage the supply for 1918 will 
probably be just ‘sufficient. If excess 
supplies are furnished to the Allies 
or, outsiders we may find ourselves 
considerably under ‘siormal

IN MEMORIAM 
RICHARD EDWARD WHITE. 


Born July 2, 1843, Died March 12, 1918 


“Good and great he maketh the earth 
wholesome.’—Emerson. 


It is with profound regret THE ~ 


PACIFIC PHARMACIST chronicles the 


death of one of its best friends and 


Associate Editor. Mr. White was one 
of the few who literally lived up to 
all that his name could imply. He 


was born in Dublin, Ireland, in 1843 


and received his education from the 
Catholic University of Dublin where 
he won signal success as a student. 


.Although pharmacy was his profession 


yet he was inclined strongly. to art 


and literary work. In the latter he 


was especially interested and always 


associated himself ‘with men and 


women eminent in literary and art 
work. His chief work was in poetry 
in which he showed unusual talent 
and ability. He took a great deal of 
interest in the movement to restore 


the old Spanish Missions of California 


and in this movement he was ably 
assisted by Father Cassenover. Per- 
haps his finest piece. of work is en- 
titled “The Midnight Mass.” It was 
copied far and wide and will ever 
keep his memory green. He also 
published a volume of poems and 
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songs. several whict-haye: been 
to music. 

‘He leaves a Mrs. ‘Jemly 
White, a graduate of the College of 
Pharmacy, who will continue to cop- 
duct the well-known White Pharmacy 
on Hayes street. For many years he 
was a director and treasurer of the 
California College of Pharmacy, in 
which institution he always took a 
keen: interest. For many years he 
was actively identified in the manage- 
ment of the institution with the late 
William M, Searby. He represented 
one of the pioneers in pharmaceutical 
circles and was a man of high ideals, 
broad. vision, and sterling character. 
He was one of the old school which 
we regret to say is fast passing. In 
his passing THE PaciFic PHARMACIST 
has Iost one of its best friends.

association was held at the Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel, New York City. The 
address of the evening was given by 
Prof. Kraemer, representing the Ameri- 
can Conference of Pharmaceutical Fac- 
ulties, who emphasized the point that 
instructors teaching pharmacy’ must 


not content themselves with training 


men to serve as retail drug clerks, 
they must take a higher trend and de- 
velop research workers capable of giv- 
ing direction to the science of medi- 
cine. 

The Pacific Pharmacist has _ the 
pleasure of presenting herewith Prof. 
Henry Kraemer’s Address: — 

I deem it exceedingly fortunate 


when the American Drug Manufactur- 


ers’ Association, in making up your 


list of invitations, decided to invite the 


American Conference of Pharmaceutical 
Faculties to send delegates to attend 
your deliberations. When, as Presi- 


dent of the Conference of Faculties, I 


received the invitation of your Secre- 


tary to appoint a delegate to attend this 
your seventh annual meeting, I saw in 


between the lines something more than 
the mere perfunctory appointment by 
courtesy of one of my colleagues to 
-act for the faculties, but a genuine de- 
sire on your part to afford us every 
facility to become thoroughly informed 


in what. you are doing and to extend to. 


us all the Comper within your 
powers. 


It seemed to me very urgent that I 
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personally attend this meeting if I 
wished to keep informéd upon the 


status of your present work and your 
outlook for the future. I had a very 
different notion of your work and your 


ideals and had prepared a twenty- 
seven-page typewritten paper to tell 
you of what was in my mind and on 
my heart. But when I got to the sta- 
tion in Detroit I found Dr. Francis 
waiting to take the same train as I 
for New York. It was not until later 
on our journey that he understood the 
purposes’ of my trip, viz.: to attend 
your meeting. I may say that as he 


had told me of what some American 


Drug Manufacturers were doing in 


the line of research and how eager 
they were to secure investigators of 


the first rank and to encourage our 
university students to prolong their 
studies so.as to become capable of in- 
itiative and resourcefulness in_ the 


drug industry, I had to rub my eyes. 


and wonder if I was dreaming. Fur- 
thermore, as I followed the Chair- 


man’s address of your Committee on- 


Standards and Deteriorations and lis- 
tened to the reports of the sub-com- 


mittees, I found that you were work-. 
ing. upon the very same problems 


which seemed to me of paramount im- 
portance at this time. | 


This is not a mere coincidence. It 


marks the beginning of a new epoch 


in pharmacy. It means the co-ordi- 


nation of the forces which shall fruc- 


tify your investments, furnish oppor- 
tunities for’ our university students 
and reduce to the minimum the wants 


_in our educational work. ‘The whole 


civilized world of industry looks to 
you—the -American Drug Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and to the teach- 
ers in our universities to give direc- 
tion to the science of medicine of 
this century. The dream of Doctor 
Prescott must come to fruition 
through us, as it is not possible, un- 
fortunately, through the depletion of 
the resources and the man power of 
the other civilized nations. Doctor 
Prescott in 1900 said: “Science came 
out of pharmacy in the last century, 
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and it must return to it in the pres- 
ent.” He referred to the contribu- 
tions of science by that great galaxy 
of men in the last century who had 
been pharmacists. 


As I have listened to your discus- 
sions and have followed the trend 
of other American industries, I know 
that it is your aim to attain and re- 
tain a permanent place among the 
manufacturers of medicinal products 
of the world. Apart from the develop- 
ment of our natural resources and 
your integrity of purpose this is de- 
pendent upon two other questions. 
The one involving a new construc- 
tion of our economical relations with 
the rest of the world, and the other 
is an entirely new viewpoint as to 
the paramount object of our educa- 
tional institutions. The first of these 
problems can be left safely to your 
Committee on Legislation. To the 
second of these the American Con- 
ference of Pharmaceutical Faculties 
must give attention. = 


I am probably more familiar than 
any of you with the drawbacks that 
we have had in our educational work 
in pharmacy. Nearly all of the insti- 
tutions teaching pharmacy have fo- 
cused their efforts to the making of 
retail druggists and giving such in- 
struction as would enable their gradu- 
ates to secure licenses from the State 
Boards to run retail pharmacies. All 
of our discussions have been center- 
ing around the question as to whether 
pharmacy was a profession or busi- 
ness. 
understand more about their profes- 
sion or receive more instruction in 
the art of salesmanship. Now in my 
judgment this is not the main ques- 
tion. The question fortunately be- 
fore this body is not how we are go- 
ing to make professional pharmacists 
out of every one who shall run a 
drug store. The questions relating to 
the conduct of a retail pharmacy are 
in the hands of the State Boards and 
so long as the public are satisfied the 
way the average drug store is run 
and the owner does not transgress 


Whether the graduates should 
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any of the State or National 
this condition will continue. 

I am very much concerned with 
the future of the retail pharmacist 
but I think that all of our universi- 
ties are more interested with the’ other 
and more vital question as it relates 
to the development of post graduate 
students who shall be able to create 
in the laboratories of the American 
manufacturers those products which 
shall represent their independence and 
give our firms names which are de- 
‘serving of the respect not only of the 
physicians and pharmacists but of the 
public generally. American pharmacy 
to-day requires greater stimulation in 
the development of professional stand- 
ards for these are naturally evolved

through the educational Process of | 


our universities. 

If there are those who feel that 
the college course is to make retail 
druggists let them continue until they 
see the inevitable trend that higher 
education in pharmacy in this coun- 
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try must take. Certainly the univer- 
sities, where the. college of pharmacy 
is a part of a great educational sys- 
tem, can not afford to adjust. their 


courses on a minimum educational 
basis. to satisfy the appeal of the re-| 


tail pharmacists who are in need of 
clerks. Our course .at the universities 
is a very clear one and we must come 


before you year after year with our 


plans. and our purposes. . We must 
demonstrate that we are ready to 


train. and equip the type of. man who 


in your. establishments will. be the 
equal, of the trained chemist, the en- 
gineer,. or. the architect, who carries 
the diploma of the university. We can 
not think of. producing: large numbers 
of men of mediocre talents. and ability 
but we must: train a few men who 
have an unusually high order .of ca- 


pacity to serve you in.making the 


serving life. 


pharmaceutical industries the equal 
of any: of the other of our -national 
industries. | 


does not require thought 
as we consider the permanency of in- 


stitutions to come to the conclusion 
that (1) mankind will always require 
medicines; (2) that drug manufactur- 
ers will supply the remedies; and (3) 
the Universities must train the ex- 
perts who are the backbone of our 


pharmaceutical industries. It is self- 


evident, therefore, that the men who

TOXIC YEASTS. 


(A Report to Wm. Taafe & A 
San Francisco. ) 


By Dr. ALnert SCHNEIDER. 


I hereby submit a report on the 
poisoning of sheep which occurred at 
the San Francisco stockyards Febru- 
ary 12 and for several days subse- 
quently. I beg to state that certain 
phases of the observations made by 
myself are not finally conclusive. How- 
ever, the following statements, recom- 
mendations and conclusions are war- 
ranted, based upon the tests and ob- 
servations made to date: 


The sheep (some 257 in number) 
were evidently killed by a toxin (poi- 
son) formed in the intestinal tract of 
the animals, due to the presence of a 
parasite which belongs to the yeast 
group (Saccharomycetes). The spores 
of this organism, which are apparently 
derived from the barley as well as from 
the barley screenings, enter the stom- 


achs of the animals with the food, 


where they develop into mature vege- 


tative cells, whereupon these multiply 


quite rapidly (by a process known as 
“budding”’). The toxin or poison (evi- 
dently an exotoxin) is formed by the 


growing and budding vegetative cells 
in the stomach of the animals. The 


parasite next passes into the small in- 
testine along with the food, where fur- 


ther development is completely checked — 
(due to the alkaline reaction and en- 


zymes present). Spore formation takes 
place in the large intestine and the 
spores escape with the excreta. 


The spores are very small, resem- 
bling bacteria, and each spore bearing 
cell forms from fifteen to one hundred 
and more. Air currents spread the 
dried excreta containing the spores 
about, and those which lodge upon the 
barley straw and barley grains (and 
no doubt also upon other cereals and 
other forage plants) on entering the 
intestinal tract of susceptible animals 
which may happen to feed upon such 
contaminated material, will multiply in 
the manner already stated. The proba- 
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bilities are that wild rabbits, rats and 
mice, as well as sheep, cattle, domestic 
rabbits and guinea pigs, are the car- 


‘riers and disseminators of the infection. 


It is evident that not all animals, 
even of the same kind, are equally sus- 
ceptible to the infection and the poison 
formed, as not all animals died which 
were fed approximately equal amounts 
of the spore contaminated material. It 
is also evident that a definite number 
of the spores must be taken in with 


the food in order to produce fatal in- 


toxication.. It is further evident that 
the organism in question does not 
grow and multiply outside of the stom- 
achs -of living susceptible animals. As 
soon as the animal’ dies the vegetative 
cells also die, only the matured spores 


surviving, as already explained. The 


barley and barley screenings themselves 
contain no toxin, as was proven ex- 
perimentally, 

A careful microscopical examination 
of the ground alfalfa, barley, barley 
screenings and “black strap” molasses 


samples submitted to me proved the 
absence of poisonous weeds. 


ley, and especially the barley screen- 
ings, contained a considerable amount 
of barley smut (a fungus belonging to 
the Ustilago genus), but not enough 
to produce fatal poisoning or even 


toxic symptoms, and ‘none of the symp- 


toms of the experimental animals which 
died resembled those of either acute 


or chronic smut poisoning (“ergotism’’ ). 


While the “black strap” used in sheep 
feeding does not carry the infection 
herein referred to, it no doubt serves 


as a food for the parasitic organisms, 


and it is advised not to use it with bar- 
ley screenings or with any other forage 
material which may contain the spores 
of the parasite in question. The black 
strap in all probability hastens the 
growth and multiplication of the vege- 
tative cells of the toxigenic: parasite. 

I would advise that the lots of bar- 
ley and of barley screenings of which 
samples were submitted for experimen- 
tation, be not fed to horses, cattle, 
sheep or rabbits. It is highly probable 


that it might be fed to hogs with im-

following: 


1. That barley screenings be not fed 
to sheep, young cattle, goats or rabbits.

2. A new lot of barley or barley 
screenings should be tested as follows 
before feeding it:

MARKET LETTER.

During the month past comparatively 
few noteworthy changes have occurred. 
The market shows some tendency to a 
more stable’ condition. Several items, 
however, have notably advanced. Qui- 
nine in particular has because of the 
scant offerings become decidedly higher 
and in order to conserve stock, orders 
for the smallest necessary quantities 
will be filled. Camphor has _ recently 
taken a very marked change to higher 
prices and menthol is following close- 
ly. Japan has been furnishing most 
of the menthol, the price of which is 
now about $3.40 a pound, duty paid. 
Most of the drugs coming from the 
Orient are stronger in price. This may be 
due partly to the difficulty in shipping 
and the increased rates. Camphor is 
now practically $1.00 per pound. Citric 
acid has also made some advance. 
Glycerine is still very firm owing to the 
great demand for war munition manu- 
factures. Cod liver oil is still very 
high and has increased to approxi- 
mately $10.00 a barrel and but very 
small quantities have recently been re- 
ceived from the Scandinavian coun- 
tries.

Phenol, coca butter, green soap, flax 
seed, bird seed, olive oil, cod liver oil, 
camphor, citric acid, ergot, unicorn 
roots, rhubarb. |

A 
bunch of molten glass is gathered on a 
tube and a small bubble blown in it. 
After a rolling process and flattening 
on one side the mass receives a layer of | 
milk or white glass laid on this. The 
next process is to cover lead glass, plac- 


ing it in a V-shaped tube attaching it 


to a hot metal plate, from which it is 
drawn up a tower 150 feet in length. 
After this operation, tubing with equal 
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bores are selected; for instance, one 
with a bore one-eighth the size of a hu- 
man hair for a half minute, and so on. 

The bulb is next shaped and partly 


filled with mercury, being completely 
filled by atmospheric “pressure at the . 
other end. The constriction is the most 


delicate piece on the’ thermometer. It 
is then finished, making them self-regis- 
tering. After this operation, they are 


scalded and put away to age for two 


years.

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PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS OF 
THE 1917 MEETING OF THE 
AMERICAN CONFERENCE OF 
PHARMACEUTICAL FACUL- 
TIES BY DR. RUFUS A. LYMAN. 


(Continued from March Number.) 


The writer recognizes the debt which 
pharmacy owes to the research. staffs 
of many private concerns. In appoint- 
ing men to the research committee of 
the Conference, however, it is to be 
hoped men engaged in teaching and 
research only will be named. Progress 
made by the committee will be reported 
later... 

The Fairchild Scholarship. 

When the Fairchild Scholarship was 
first announced, I understand that Mr. 


Fairchild had certain conditions as to. 


the method of awarding. I have since 
learned that he is open to suggestions. 
I do not myself see the wisdom of of- 
fering such a prize to a high school 
student upon the basis of an examina- 
tion in technical pharmacy. Anyone 
who could have answered the questions 
which the committee submitted last 
June would be able to pass the exam- 
ination given by any Board in the 
Union. And yet I do not see how the 
committee: could have made a simpler 
set of questions and have one which 
would test a man’s knowledge. If the 
scholarship is to be offered to first year 
men it would be much wiser to test 
the candidate’s general knowledge, as 
is done for the Rhodes scholarship. It 
might be awarded second year men on 
the basis of a competitive examination 
upon cardinal subjects of the first year. 
It is my personal feeling that the great- 
est good could be done to pharmacy 
by having this offered to senior stu- 
dents who desired to do post-graduate 
work of a research nature. 

I would, therefore, recommend that it 
be the sense of the Conference that 
Mr. Fairchild could render thé greatest 
service to Pharmacy by offering this 
scholarship to a senior pharmacy stu- 
dent in order that he might pursue some 
research problem for one full school 
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year, inthe school of his choice; and 
further, that this scholarship be awarded 
on the basis of the applicant’s scholastic 
training, his standing as an undergrad- 
uate pharmaceutical student and ‘aii 
his fitness to do research.

Conference. 

Does the -fact that a school has tikes 
admitted to the Conference membership 
confer any responsibility upon _ that 
school other than paying its initiation 
fee and annual dues? Of course there 
is but one answer. It does. If the 
records of membership and attendance 
at the annual meetings are correctly re-.

7. University of Tennessee, College 
of Pharmacy, Memphis. 

8. State College of Washington, De- 
partment of Pharmacy, Pullman. 
The following institutions after years 
of membership have had representation 
at the Conference meetings but once: 

1. Notre Dame University, Depart- 


ment of Pharmacy, Notre Dame. 


2. School of Pharmacy of the Col- 
lege of Medicine of Tulane University, 
New Orleans. 

3. North Pacific College of | Phar- 
macy, Portland. 

If the writer has made any error in 
reporting any of the above named 
schools he will appreciate having his 
attention called to it before the printing 
of the Proceedings. 

Some of these institutions may call 
attention to the fact that they have been 
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in the Conference but a year or so and 
it may seem rather severe to so publish 
them in this list. To all such I would 
say, a good beginning is half the doing, 
and furthermore these very same insti- 
tutions had no trouble for two or three 
years prior to gaining membership, 
while they were seeking membership, 
in getting their representatives to the 
Conference meetings, although the places 
of meeting were distant from each other 
the breadth of the continent. The Con- 
ference is not bankrupt. Service is 
what we most need. One does not get 
into heaven by paying his fees. The 
man who buys a Liberty bond does not 
render the same service as he who goes 
to the trenches in France. I think we 
can hardly expect the University of 
Santo Tomas de Manila to send a 
representative across the seas. The dis- 
tance is too great and the time required 
too long. 


I recommend that the University of 
Santo Tomas de Manila be asked to 
designate some one in this country to 
act as her official representative at the 
Conference meetings in order that we 
may feel the personal touch of that 
worthy institution, and that that institu- 
tion in return may feel in a more direct 
way the inspiration which comes to an 
institution as a result of contact with 
the Conference. | 


- In regard to all the other institutions 
named above, I recommend that the 


secretary of the Conference be in-. 


structed to write a letter in the kind- 
liest terms but in a language which 
cannot be misunderstood, calling atten- 
tion to what membership in the Confer- 
ence means and pointing out where 
they have been negligent, and mail 
such letter to the dean or chief execu- 
tive officer of each one of the depart- 
ments, schools or colleges of pharmacy, 
and also to the president of each in- 


stitution of which these pharmacy 


schools are a part. 


I am certain that at least one of 
these schools is now in the Conference 
only because of our pernicious custom 
of voting by mail. 
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What is the Conference’s Business 
and Incidentally What is the 
Business of its Officers. 


These functions are very loosely de- 
fined by the constitution. The question 
has been uppermost in my mind for a 
number of years as to how far the 
Conference should and could wield its 
influence with propriety. There are 
a number of instances in State univer- 
sities where pharmaceutical men are 
working at a disadvantage. In some 
cases it is perhaps partly their own 
fault, in others it is due to conditions 
for which they are not altogether re- 
sponsible or perhaps not at.all. I feel 
this matter keenly because the work 
in pharmacy at the University of Ne- 
braska was originally organized as a 


school within the College of Medicine. 


Entrance requirements in those days 
were two years of high school only. 
All colleges required at least four. The 
School of Pharmacy offered an avenue 


by means of which poorly prepared 


students might gain entrance to the Uni- 
versity. The position became unbear- 
able: Pharmacy got the blame. We 
could stand it no longer and entrance 
requirements were increased to four 
years. Some local pharmacists said it 
was suicide. The reply was, “Better 
die in a good cause.” There was a 
falling off in attendance for one year. 
This might have occurred anyway. 
Since that time numbers have increased 
yearly and as usual the very men who 
said “suicide” are now strongest in 
support of higher requirements. Phar- 
macy came to occupy a dignified posi- 
tion in the University of Nebraska so 
it was possible in the Legislature of 
1915 to change the law organizing the | 
University, adding to the already ex- 
isting colleges a new college, the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy. The activities of 
the College of Pharmacy is constantly 
kept before the University public. In 
the month of May of each.year one 
week is set aside as Pharmacy Week 
when the special problems of pharmacy, 
its position in the University, and the 
service it renders to the public are dis- 
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cussed. For this occasion a pharma- 
_ ceutical man of note is brought to the 
University each year for a series of 
lectures and functions. Men who have 
rendered this service are: Dean Teeters 
of lowa, Dean Wulling of Minnesota, 
Professor Kremers of Wisconsin, and 
this year Dr. Schneider of California. 
It is a significant fact that when it was 
announced that Dr. Schneider would 
be the guest of the College of Phar- 
“macy in May he was immediately asked 
to address the final meeting for the 
year of the University Club and also the 
honorary scientific society. of Sigma Xi, 
both of which services he rendered to 
the delight of all who heard him. . Ten 
years ago the coming of a pharmacist 
of note to the University would have 
passed unnoticed. During the academic 
year just closed the president of the 
honorary society mentioned above. was 
a member of the faculty of the College 
of Pharmacy. This was also true of 
the chapter at the University of Wash- 
ington at Seattle. Ten years ago I do 
not believe this could have been pos- 
sible at either place. We have gone on 
the principle that the first thing to do 
to: get recognition for pharmacy is to 
command respect at home. I trust we 
are at least in a fair way succeeding. | 

I have outlined this bit of local his- 
tory, and I hope I may be pardoned 
for doing so, in order to explain why I 
dared to proceed as I did in writing 
the following letter. My experience 
has led me to have confidence in at- 
tacking problems in behalf of pharmacy. 
The situation at California is somewhat 
like this, the California colleges of Med- 
icine, Dentistry and Pharmacy for some 
time had a nominal connection with 
the University of California and were 
known as the Affiliated Colleges. The 
Medical and Dental Colleges have now 
been made an integral part of the Uni- 
versity, but the California College of 
Pharmacy still has only a nominal con- 
nection. Being concerned with . the 
greater problems of Pharmacy, and as 
president of the Conference, I felt it 
was appropriate for me to address the

fornia, in a letter the substance of which 
I quote below :

My dear President Wheeler : 


I hope you will not consider it out 
of place for me to address you upon 


a subject which is very much on my 
mind.

Nebraska, in May, I talked the matter 
over with him and inquired whether he 


would consider it out of place for me 
to -address. you, and, he felt that it 


would be perfectly proper; I, therefore, 
take the liberty. 


I am interested in pbarmacentical we 


ucation, and in producing a typeof 


pharmacist that will make it possible 
for the profession to repger. a distinct 
scientific and social service.. In order 


to do this it is necessary to improve 


our methods of teaching, to increase our 


requirements for the study of pharmacy, 


and to make it possible for men. en- 
gaged in pharmaceutical instruction to 
To one 
who has studied the pharmaceutical sit- 
uation in America it is perfectly evident 
that hope for the future of pharmacy 
lies in the progressive attitude which 
has been assumed by certain of our 
In order to accom- 
plish the results which I have men- 
tioned before, it is necessary that the 
entrance requirements, the equipment, 
and character of the instruction in the 


college of pharmacy must be of the 


same high standing as is maintained in 


the other colleges of the university. | 


It is necessary that the College of 
Pharmacy of each institution be an in- 
tegral part of the University, be under 
the absolute control of the governing 
board of the University, and receive 
the moral and financial support of the 
University. When this is.done the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy assumes a new dig- 
nity, and gives to the University body 
a service which is rendered by no. other 
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college, and in return the College of 


Pharmacy is dignified and becomes a 
power, rendering a service to the Uni- 
versity and State. In discussing these 
matters with my colleagues I have often 
said that next to the church and the 
school the drug store has the greatest 
influence in any community when prop- 
erly conducted by a well-trained man 
of high ideals. It renders a social serv- 
ice which is comparable to that ren- 
dered by the other institutions named; 
and when conducted by a man with no 
training and low ideals it does a harm 
even greater than that of the saloon. 


Should I need to be more specific, I 
would say that the ideals of American 
pharmacy are now being fostered, at 
least among State universities, by such 
institutions as the State universities of 
Michigan; Minnesota, Indiana, Wash- 
ington, Iowa, Nebraska, etc., where the 
colleges of pharmacy are all integral 
parts of the respective universities and 
under absolute ‘control of the respective 
governing bodies. I ought to say fur- 
ther that the Department of Pharmacy 
of the University of Wisconsin, while 
it possesses perhaps the most capable 
single group of pharmaceutical educa- 
tors and research workers in America, 
is not organized as a college and I 
believe lacks effectiveness because it is 
not; and I also should say for the 
University of Illinois. that President 
James has in mind the development of 
a college of pharmacy which will ren- 
der a very special service to American 
pharmacy. 

I do not wish to be considered as wri- 
ting in an official capacity. I am speak- 
ing for myself, but I know that I voice 
the sentiments of my colleagues in these 
other institutions I have mentioned 
when I say that I hope the University 
of California will in the near future 
take under her absolute control the 
California College of Pharmacy and 
place it upon the same plane as the 
other professional schools of the Uni- 
versity. Such a step would mean more 
for pharmacy than we can realize. It 


would be another declaration that an- 
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other great university considers phar- 
macy can render a worth while service. 
Such action would make an impression 
upon every college of pharmacy in 
America and be a most powerful influ- 
ence in elevating standards. 


Again, I hope that I have not erred 
in presenting this matter to you. From 
personal:experience I have found that 
the real difficulty with pharmacy is 
often the pharmacist himself: he is nar- — 
row and he has not a vision. I have 
drawn my own inspiration very largely 
from such broad-minded educators as 
President James-of Illinois and former 
Chancellor Andrews of our own Uni- 
versity, who, while knowing nothing 
about the technical problems of phar- 
macy, are great men of great culture, 
and have a vision of the work phar- 
macy can accomplish, such as the phar- 
macist himself may not have.

At the time this letter reached Berke- 
ley, President Wheeler was away on his 
vacation. I, however, received imme- 
diate reply from Professor Henry Hat- 
field, Dean of the Faculties. Note the 
sympathetic response which I received 
and the announcement that in the end 
the problem would be satisfactorily 
solved.

Your letter addressed to President 
‘Wheeler has come into my hands, as 
I am acting during his absence. There 
certainly was no cause for you to ques- 
tion the propriety of writing in the 
matter, as it is one of very great im- 
portance and one which the University 
of California has been giving consider- 
able attention. I can not say at present 
just how the problem is to be solved, 
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but I thank you very much for your 
valuable suggestions in the matter.

All this correspondence which I have 
leads me to believe that the Conference 
can do the cause of pharmacy the 
greatest good by cultivating a more in- 
timate association with men of great 
caliber. 


I, therefore; recommend that the 
executive committee be instructed to in- 
vite some educator of prominence who 
is in sympathy with pharmaceutical 
ideals, to meet with, and address the 
Conference, upon some pfoblem relative 
to pharmaceutical education. 

Furthermore, I recommend that the 
executive committee be instructed to 
study the matter of organization of col- 
leges of pharmacy in the various Con- 
ference schools and’ wherever it is 
thought desirable on the part of the 
school concerned, to offer any sugges- 
tions and help which the Conference 
has at its command. 

In this connection I would like to 


call attention to the fact that last 


year it was stated upon the floor of the 


Conference by a representative of a cer- 


tain college that only a part of that 
college’s work is sponsored by the uni- 
versity although, from their ‘literature, 
all of it seems to be. If there are 
schools of this type which may at will 
stand on one foot for a while and then 
on the other, it is unfair to the uni- 
versity, to the Conference, and to the 
pharmacy. It also means that one set 
of men are representing two schools 
and two schools are paying but one 
membership fee. 

I recommend that the executive com- 
mittee be instructed to investigate the 
organization of schools to determine if 
there are cases where two schools. are 
paying but one membership fee and the 
same men are representing two schools 
maintaining different requirements, and 
that the executive committee report at 
the next annual meeting. — | 

The president will give the name of

the school referred to, either in private 
or in executive session. 


The Spirit of the Codieeenice. 
When a school holds membership in 


the Conference, I maintain it should be- 


come aggressive in a dignified way for 
the ideals for which pharmacy stands. 
But to my mind, when a Conference 
school puts a man upon the road, as its 


‘traveling representative, apparently for 


the purpose of getting students, it is 


questionable whether that is in keeping 


with the spirit of the Conference or 
the ideals of pharmacy: I have in my 
possession, the card of a traveling rep- 
resentative of one of our Conference 
schools. The name of the school I 
shall give, or exhibit the. card, in 
executive session if the Conference SO 
desires. 

I that the com- 
mittee be instructed to notify a certain | 
Conference school (the name of which 
the president will give in executive ses- 
sion) that the placing of traveling rep-_ 
resentatives upon the road is not in 
keeping with the spirit of the Confer-— 
ence and that such action will not be 
tolerated and that an explanation of 
this college’s action must be presented 
at the next annual meeting. 

Carnegie Foundation Investigation. 

I think the time has come when a 
distinct service could be rendered phar- — 
macy by an investigation by the Car- 
negie Foundation, or by some other 
examining board, of every institution 
purporting to teach pharmacy in the 
United States. Such an investigation 
could do no harm to those institutions 
which ate properly equipped with men 
and materials for teaching pharmacy ; 
for those that are weak along certain 
lines, it would be. the greatest incentive 
for them to get the essentials for proper 
teaching; and for those institutions 
which exist for commercial reasons 
only, it would put them just where 
they belong. I am sure it would create 
the best kind of impression in educa- 
tional and professional. circles as well 
as in the public mind, if. such an in- 
vestigation were asked for, by the Con-_ 
ference itself. -
